Directions for Making. 


A substantial hardy wagon jack can 


easily be made at home, says the Wis- 
consin Agriculturist. Cut a bV>ck one 
root square from sound 1H to I inch 
stuff, and set into a block of 2-iach 
staff 3 inches high, and 9 inches wide 
at the base. Make a mortU-e joint.
